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SUMMARY OF INVEST IG ATION 



On May 20, 2010, 1 was requested by Captain Donald Oakes of the West Memphis Police 
Department to assist in a double homicide of two West Memphis Police Officers that 
occurred in Crittenden County. The incident occurred at the 275 Mile Marker of interstate 
40 east bound that connects to College Boulevard also known as Airport Road. JERRY R. 
KANE JR. W/M ODB: 12-04-1964 and passenger JOSEPH KANE W/M DOB: 11-13-1993 
were primary suspects in the case that involved two officers being slain while conducting a 
routine traffic stop. 

I (SA MACK) arrived on the scene and noticed that the crime scene area had already been 
secured by crime scene tape. Within the crime scene, I noticed a marked and an unmarked 
police unit. One unit was a white Chevy Tahoe that was unmarked but had bhie lights on 
it that was in full operation. One unit was a white Ford Crown Victoria that was fully 
marked with a bar light. I also noticed one body fully clothed in a West Memphis uniform 
in the roadway on his back located due north of the mark police unit who was identified as 
ROBERT BRANDON PAUDERT W/M DOB: 06-03-1970. Officer PAUDERT still had his 
departmental issued weapon in his right hand. Just south of both vehicles in a ditch, I 
located a departmental issued bullet proof vest that Officer EVANS wore during the traffic 
stop. Officer EVANS was transported from the scene prior to my arrival to the Crittenden 
Regional Hospital located in West Memphis, Arkansas. 

I began to secure the witnesses and videos for investigative purpose while other agents 
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Special Agent Phillip Spainhour of the Federal Bureau of Investigation arrived on the 
scene and offered assistance with the crime scene. It was decided that the FBI 
Evidence Response Team out of Little Rock, Arkansas would process the scene and 
SSA Arnold would act as evidence custodian. 

While processing the crime scene at the 1-40 east bound exit ramp 275 Mile Marker, 
a call came out of a possible sighting of the suspects in the Wal-Mart parking lot 
located at 798 West Service Road in West Memphis, Arkansas. Multiple officers 
responded to the Wal-Mart location and a shoot out occurred between the Officers 
and both suspects. Sheriff Richard Busby and Chief Deputy W.A. WREN were 
seriously injured during the gun battle. Both suspects were fatally shot without 
further incident. 

Special Agent Phillip Hydron became the agent in charge of the Wal-Mart crime 
scene and evidence custodian. Special Agent Spainhour advised that he would send 
the FBI Evidence Response team out of Memphis, TN to process the crime scene at 
the 275 Mile Marker of Interstate 40 while the Evidence Response Team out of Little 
Rock would respond to the Wal-Mart location. 

Six witnesses were interviewed by Mark Mcdougle of the Marion Police Department. 
All of the interviews were audio and video recorded and made a part of the master 
file. In summary, witness Vincent Brown a driver for Federal Express states that he 
seen the whole shooting event. He further states that he saw an officer outside of 
his vehicle on the passenger side with a pot belly guy that appeared to be White or a 
Hispanic male. He states that he saw a marked police unit, a Chevy Tahoe, and a 
white van that appeared to be dirty. He states that the pot belly guy and the officer 
were positioned at the front right of Tahoe and the right rear of the white van. He 
states that the pot belly guy pushed the officer and the officer began to fall 
backwards down into a ditch. He states that a skinny kid came out of no where 
with what appeared to be an automatic weapon with a long clip and began to fire at 
the officer that was pushed. He states that it appeared that the officer was trying to 
draw his weapon while he had his other hand up and extended in a stop motion. He 
states that the skinny guy was running toward the officer while still shooting at the 
officer until the officer fell in the ditch. 
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He states that the skinny guy turned his attention to the other officer. He states 
that the other officer was about to aid the officer in the ditch but took cover behind 
the Chevy Tahoe. He states that it appeared that skinny guy with the automatic 
weapon timed it just right and shot the officer in the head. He states that the officer 
fell back when he was shot in the head. He adds that the skinny guy continues to 
run and stands over the second officer that was shot in the roadway. He said it 
must have been a few seconds and the skinny guy walked oil in no hurry. He said 
that it appeared to him that after the shooting that the pot belly guy and the skinny 
guy was looking on the ground like they were looking for something. He states that 
they both got in the van with the pot belly guy as the driver and drove off slowly. He 
states that he could not hear the shots because of the engine in his tractor trailer. 
It was later determined that the Pot belly guy was JERRY R. KANE JR. and the 
skinny guy was JOSEPH KANE. Video from Officer Evans vehicle closely matched 
the account of Vincent Brown. After officer Paudert made the scene, his camera was 
turned off but prior it show JERRY R. KANE standing out with Officer Evans on the 
rear passenger side of the suspect's vehicle. 

In summary, ELIZABETH BURGESS, ELZIE FRANKS, THOMAS SAUCEDA, LOUISE 
HARRIS all mention that they heard shots fired. From their vantage point, they 
could not tell who was firing shots but they seem to be coming from the location 
where the Officer were on a traffic stop on the ramp to College Road. They all give 
different accounts of how many shots they may have heard. However, they were 
consistent that the white van pulled off slowly and made a right onto College 
Boulevard and began to drive south bound. At least one of the witness states that 
the driver appeared to be slumped over on the wheel as if he had been shot. 

In summary, STEVEN SORRELL states that Jerry Kane's vehicle came into the 
parking lot of the Meadow Brook County Club located at 1250 West Broadway, West 
Memphis, AR. MR. SORRELL states that Jerry Kane backed into a parking space at 
the country club. He further states that Jerry Kane approached him under a drive 
directly in front of the country clubs front door and asked for directions to Wal-Mart. 
Mr. SORRELL advises that he give directions to Jerry Kane by directing him to Rich 
Road and making a left on Rich Road and down to Wal-Mart. 



A time line of events were done By SA Phillip Hydron and is 
master file. Due to numerous sources of information, the times are api 
and may vary. The time line is established to obtain a chain of events that resulted 
in the death of Robert Brandon Paudert and Thomas W. Evans and injuries to 
Sheriff Richard Busby and Chief Deputy WA Wren. The time line is as follow: 
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1 1:31 A.M. Officer THOMAS EVANS runs a vehicle registration through dispatch of Ohio 
EDE 8396. Officer EVANS receives information that the vehicle registration returns on a 
1994 Plymouth station wagon, white in color to the House of God's Prayer located at 143 W. 
Main Street in New Vienna, OH. 45159 

1 1:36 A.M. Officer EVANS initiates a traffic stop on the vehicle in question at the 275 exit 
ramp east bound. On approach, Officer EVANS is seen making a passenger's side 
approach where he makes contact with both individuals. 

1 1:37 A.M. Officer EVANS request a check through ACIC/NCIC unsure if it was by name 
and date of birth or by Ohio DL# RP77753 1. Officer EVANS receives the return on a JERRY 
R. KANE JR. W/M DOB: 12-04-1964. 

11:46 A.M. Sergeant BRANDON PAUDERT travels the wrong way down the 275 exit ramp 
to offer assistance to Officer EVANS. Unsure if the backup that Sgt. PAUDERT was 
providing was requested by Officer EVANS. Officer EVANS is observed via the video of Sgt. 
PAUDERT'S in car camera system, standing at die rear of KANE'S vehicle in a bladcd 
position and JERRY KANE with his back to the van. 



11:48 A.M. The passenger, identified as JOSEPH KANE is seen via the in car camera of 
Officer EVANS unit exiting the passenger's side with what is believed to be an AK-47 at 
which time he opens fire on both officers ultimately causing the death of both Sgt. 
PAUDERT and Officer EVANS. JOSEPH KANE is observed getting back into the van 
followed by JERRY R. KANE JR. Just prior to the departure of the van, JOSEPH KANE is 
observed leaning out of the van and firing four (4) more rounds from the AK-47 in the 
direction of Officer EVANS at which time the van calmly drives away from the scene. 

1 1:50 A.M. The communication center (Dispatch) received the first of many 911 calls 
stating that two (2) officers had been shot at the 275 exit ramp. 

1 1:53 A.M. The first two (2) officers are on scene and rendering medical assistance to the 
fallen officers. 

12:28 P.M. The van driven by JERRY R. KANE JR. and occupied by JOSEPH KANE is 
observed via security cameras entering the parking lot of the Meadow Brook County Club 
located at 1250 W. Broadway, West Memphis, AR. Through a witness interview wc believe 
that JERRY R. KANE JR. entered the Country Club and asked STEVEN SORRELLS for 
directions to Wal-Mart 
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12:41 P.M. The van driven by JERRY R. KANE JR. and occupied by JOSEPH KANE is 
observed via Wal-Mart security cameras as entering the parking lot on the west side (Rich 
Road) and traveling behind the Wal-Mart store 



12:43 P.M. The van is observed pulling in front of the Wal-Mart store and backing into a 
parking slot.

1 : 03 P.M. The van is observed leaving the Wal-Mart parking lot without the Ohio tags 
with both JERRY R. KANE JR. and JOSEPH KANE via the west Wal-Mart exit, 
through an interview with TERRI BETH DOYLE that the van occupied by the KANES was 
seen shortly after 1:00 p.m. at the Belvedere apartments parked in front of apartment 127. 
The Belvedere apartments are located at 1850 N. Avalon which is across the street from the 
Wal-Mart. Two others identified as TERESA DAVIS and STEVEN FAIR made similar 
statements. 

1 : 17 P.M. The white van occupied by JERRY R. KANE JR. and JOSEPH KANE is observed 
pulling back into the Wal-Mart parking lot via the east entrance and travel to the north end 
of the parking lot. 

1:19 P.M. A blue Crown Victoria occupied by Crittenden County Sheriff DICK BUSBY and 
Chief Deputy W.A. WREN are observed pulling into the Wal-Mart parking lot from the west 
Entrance (Rich Street). At the same time the white van occupied by JERRY R. KANE JR. 
and JOSEPH KANE attempt to leave the Wal-Mart parking lot via the west exit. 
Chief Deputy WREN pulls in front of the white van to block their escape route. It is at this 
time that both JERRY R. KANE JR. and JOSEPH KANE open fire on Sheriff BUSBY (front 

Both Sheriff BUSBY and Chief WREN were 
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The van is then seen backing up in an attempt to evade law enforcement. At this time 
Arkansas Game and Fish Wildlife Officer MICHAEL NEAL is seen traveling east to west in 
the Wal-Mart parking lot at which time he rams the driver's side of the white van with the 
right front Of his vehicle prohibiting the van from escaping the immediate area. Officer 
NEAL immediately takes gun fire from the KANES vehicle at which time Officer NEAL 
returns gun fire. Officer NEAL is seen driving his vehicle in reverse as other officers move 
into position to engage the KANES as gunfire is still being discharged from the white 
van. (video captured by Wal-Mart security cameras). 

1:21 P.M. Officers approach the white van and extract both JERRY R. KANE JR. (driver) 
and JOSEPH KANE (passenger) from the vehicle and secure the weapons (AK-47 assault 
rifle and a Taurus 45 LC/410 revolver) used by the KANES to assault the officers. JERRY 
R. KANE JR. and JOSEPH KANE were pronounced dead by EMS on scene. 

JERRY R. KANE JR. was pronounced dead at 1:45 p.m. on May 20, 2010. JOSEPH KANE 
was pronounced dead at 1:45 p.m. on May 20, 2010. Both suspects' bodies were picked up 
and transported by the state crime lab from the Crime Scene in the Wal-Mart parking lot to 
the Arkansas State Crime Lab located at #3 Natural Resource drive in Little Rock, 
Arkansas. Based on Medical Examiner reports both suspects died of multiple gun shot 
wounds. 

Officer THOMAS EVANS was pronounced dead at 12:00 p.m. on May 20, 2010. Officer 
ROBERT BRANDON PAUDERT was pronounced dead at 12:20 p.m. on May 20, 2010. Both 
officers were pronounced dead by the Crittenden County Coroner Larry Wolfe. Based on 
Medical Examiner reports both officers died of multiple gun shot wounds. The officer's 
bodies were processed and photographed by SA Mike Dawson, SA Dexter Holmes and SA 
Aundrae Mack at the Wolfe Brothers funeral Home located at 128 S 7*, West Memphis, 
Arkansas. 

On May 21, 2010, SA Mack and Sgt. Roy transported all weapons that were fired at both 
shooting scenes to the Arkansas State Crime Lab to be test fired. After the officers weapons 
were test fired, they were returned to their respective departments. 

On May 25, 2010, All officer involved in the Wal-Mart shooting that fired there weapons 
were interviewed except Sheriff Busby and Chief Deputy Wren who were hospitalized at the 
time. An interview of Sheriff Busby was done on May 26, 20 10. A total of (1 1) officers and 
(1) retired Captain from the Arkansas State Police fireri at the suspect's vehicle. In 
summary, all of the officers established that they felt an eminent threat for their lives and 
others. They also agreed that the suspect's and their vehicle matched the description that 
was given out by dispatchers via the radio. 
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Sheriff Busby states that Deputy Wren was driving at the time and turned into Wal-Mart 
from Rich Road. They noticed the suspect's vehicle heading back west to Rich Road. 
Deputy Wren blocked the palh of the van by driving into his lane and stopping in front of 
the suspects. At that point, Sheriff Busby states the suspects began to shoot at them as 
they were attempting to exit their vehicle. He states that he and Wren were shot while in 
the vehicle and they immediately left the vehicle to take cover at the rear of vehicle. 

Officer Michael Neal with the Arkansas Game and Fish noticed the suspect vehicle backing 
up to evade the officers and he made a decision to crash his Game and Fish vehicle into the 
driver side door to keep the suspects from escaping. He states that alter engaged the 
suspect vehicle he began to take heavy fire from the suspects inside the van and he 
returned fire. Officer Ncal ran out of ammunition so he backed his vehicle away from the 
suspects van in an attempt to escape from the immediate threat due to heavy gun fire from 
the suspects. After escaping the immediate threat, he exits his vehicle and takes cover at 
the rear of his vehicle. 

All officers began to fire until the threat appeared to be subdued. All of the officers 
systematically approached the suspect's vehicle taking extreme caution. Some officers 
state that the passenger JOSEPH KANE still had his finger on the trigger of his weapon. 
Both suspects were placed into custody and the weapons were secured. The entire shooting 
incident was captured by Wal-Mart security cameras and a in-dash camera in a West 
Memphis Police vehicle. 

It was later determined that JOSEPH KANE had an AK-47 rifle and Jerry had a Taurus 45 
LC/410 revolver. The AK-47 appeared to be the same weapon used to kill Officer Evans 
and Officer Paudert earlier that day. 

A copy of the file and its entirety will be taken to the Deputy Prosecuting Attorney 
for review.

This Crime Scene Search was conducted at the 275 Exit Ramp (Eastbound) located at the 
275 mile marker on Interstate 40 East in Crittenden County, Arkansas. 

Upon exiting the exit ramp located at Exit 275 located off of Interstate 40 East in 
Crittenden County, Arkansas and located a short distance on the Exit Ramp traveling 
eastbound will be a State Highway Bridge identified as Fifteen Mile Bayou Bridge. The east 
end of this bridge located on the north side of the highway is used as a permanent 
reference point. Identified as Reference Point # 1 on the Crime Scene Diagram. 

Upon traveling east on the exit ramp approximately 500 feet from the Fifteen Mile Bayou 
Bridge at this point located on the south shoulder of the exit ramp shall be a marked West 
Memphis Police Department patrol car identified as a white in color, 2008 Ford Crown 
Victoria Unit #232 displaying Arkansas License Plate numerals 738MKK and Public Vehicle 
Identification number 2FAFP71VX8X1 19055 with the registered owner being identified as 
the City of West Memphis, P.O. Box 1728, West Memphis, Arkansas 72303. (Sgt. 
BRANDON PAUDERTS patrol unit). Identified as Vehicle #1 uxi the Crime Secnc Diagram. 
An examination of this vehicle reveals several bullet holes in the engine hood of the vehicle 
and what appears to be a bullet that penetrated the front grill through the radiator and 
lodged in the left front quarter panel of the vehicle. 
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Located on the pavement just north of the marked patrol unit identified as Vehicle #1 is the 
body of the victim identified as Sergeant BRANDON PAUDERT. The victim is laying on his 
jack, head pointed to the west, feet to the east. The victim is covered with a white sheet. An 
examination of the victim reveals that the victim is holding his semi-automatic weapon in 
his right hand. The victim has a large gaping wound extending from his chin to the top of 
his skull. A large gaping wound is noted on the victims left arm. The victim is fully dressed 
in a police uniform. See Crime Scene Photographs. 

Located just a few feet east of Vehicle # 1 (marked police unit) parked on the south shoulder 
of the highway is an unmarked police unit identified as a white 2010 Chevrolet Tahoe 
displaying Arkansas License Plate numerals 9730TR and Public Vehicle Identification 
number 1GNMCAE09AR132105 with the registered owner being identified as The City of 
West Memphis, P.O. Box 1728, West Memphis, Arkansas 72303. (Sgt. BILL EVANS patrol 
unit) . An examination of the vehicle reveals that the left rear driver's side window in the 
storage compartment has been shattered by a possible bullet. The tailgate is open revealing 
the dog kennel where the canine was housed during transportation. 

A search of the immediate area of the roadway and pavement reveals several 7.62 caliber 
expended shell casings and a few expended 40 caliber shell casings found near the marked 
police unit. (Vehicle #1). Located in the drainage ditch on the south side of the highway is a 
bullet proof vest and a hand held police radio. The bullet proof vest has been shredded by 
gun fire. Sgt. BILL EVANS had been transported from the scene by EMS personnel before 
my arrival. 

f he following items were taken into evidence during the search with this Agent acting as 
evidence custodian and photographing the scene and evidence items and S/ A JOSHUA 
LOVETT and S/A KENDRA DEY recording the items as they were seized and packaged. 

DRA Victim # 1 . The body of Sgt. BRANDON PAUDERT, a white male, which was lying on 
his back, head pointed to the west, feet pointed east. The victim was holding a semi- 
automatic pistol in his right hand when examined. The victim sustained a large gaping 
wound to the head and a large gaping wound was noted on the victim's left arm. The victim 
was dressed in a police uniform. The body was placed in a body bag by Investigator DALE 
ARNOLD and the Crittenden County Coroners Office to await transportation to the Medical 
Examiners Office at the State Crime Lab. 

DRA Vehicle #1. Vehicle #1 is identified as a 2008 Ford Crown Victoria, white in color, 
marked police unit, displaying Arkansas License Plate numerals 738MKK and displaying 
Public Vehicle Identification number 2FAFP7 1 VX8X 1 19055 with the registered owner being 
identified as The City of West Memphis, P.O. Box 1728, West Memphis, Arkansas 72303. 
Vehicle #1 is located by using Reference Point #1 on the Crime Scene Diagram. (Reference 
Point # 1 will be the east end of the Fifteen Mile Bayou Bridge located on the north side of 
the highway). Vehicle #l's left rear tire will be located 495 feet 10 inches east of Reference 
Point #1 along the yellow line and 19 feet south of the yellow line at this point. Vehicle #l's 
left front tire will be located 506 feet 1 1 inches east of Reference Point #1 and 17 feet 4 
: nches south of the yellow line at this point. 
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DRA Vehicle #2. Vehicle #2 is identified as a 2010 Chevrolet Tahoe, white in color, 
unmarked police unit, displaying Arkansas License Plate numerals 9730TR and displaying 
Public Vehicle Identification number 1GNMCAE09AR132105 with the registered owner 
being identified as The City of West Memphis, P.O. Box 1728, West Memphis, Arkansas 
72303. Vehicle #2 is located by using Reference Point #1 on the Crime Scene Diagram. 
(Reference Point # 1 will be the east end of the Fifteen Mile Bayou Bridge located on the 
north side of the highway). Vehicle #2's left rear tire will be located 520 feet 2 inches east of 
Reference Point #1 along the yellow line and 16 feet 7 inches south of the yellow line at this 
point. Vehicle #2's left front tire will be located 530 feet 3 inches east of Reference Point #1 
and 15 feet 1 inch south of the yellow line at this point. 

The following items of evidence were collected and documented by using two separate 
reference points located along the fog line (white line) located on the south edge of the 
pavement. Reference points A and B were marked with steel pegs and their exact location 
was noted by using a Global Position Satellite or portable GPS device.

DRA E- 1. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence was discovered 
41 feet 1 inch east of Reference Point A and 16 feet % north at this point. This item of 
evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-1" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab. 

DRA E-2. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence was discovered 
43 feet 6 inches east of Reference Point A and 17 feet 1 1 V8 inches north at this point. This 
item of evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-2" for transportation to the 
State Crime Lab. 

DRA E-3. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence was discovered 
43 feet 7 inches east of Reference Point A and 21 feet 3 % inches north at this point. This 
item of evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-3" for transportation to the 
State Crime Lab. 

DRA E A . One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence was discovered 
52 feet 2 inches east of Reference Point A and 8 feet 2 inches north at this point. This item 
of evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-4" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab. 
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DRA E-5. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered 54 
feet 1 inch east of Reference Point A and 40 feet 2 inches north at this point. This item of 
evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-5" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab. 

DRA E-6. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered 62 
feet east of Reference Point A and 13 feet 2 inches north at this point. This item of evidence 
was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-6" for transportation to the State Crime Lab. 

DRA E-7. One expended 40 caliber sbell casing. This item of evidence discovered 43 feet 
east of Reference Point A and 5 feet north at this point. This item of evidence was packaged 
and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-7" for transportation to the State Crime Lab. 




DRA E-8. One expended 40 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered 8 feet 5 
V?. inches east of Reference Point A and 72 feet 5 inches north at this point. This item of 
evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-8" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab. 

DRA E-9. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered lodged 
between the windshield and the wiper blade on the driver's side of the 2010 Chevrolet 
Tahoe. This item of evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-9" for 
transportation to the State Crime Lab. 

DRA E-10. One gun clip containing 15 rounds of 40 caliber ammunition. This item of 
evidence discovered 67 feet 2 inches east of Reference Point A and 21 feet 8 inches south at 
this point. This item of evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-10" for 
transportation to the State Crime Lab. 

DRA E- 1 1 . One expended 40 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered 32 feet 
9 inches east of Reference Point A and 4 feet 5 inches north at this point. This item of 
evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-11" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab. 



DRA E-12. One expended 7.62 caliber shell casing. This item of evidence discovered 83 

feet 5 inches east of Reference Point A and 9 feet 5 inches south at this point. This item of 
evidence was packaged and labeled as evidence "DRA-E-12" for transportation to the State 
Crime Lab.
